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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I in Paper No. 6, filed on 
10/28/2002, is acknowledged. 

In the election paper, applicant includes claims 1-4 and 14-18 for examination. 
Upon further consideration, however, it is noted that claims 1-4 are readable on the 
elected Species I that only directs to the movable sink fixture. Claims 14-18 are 
deemed not to read on the elected species since such claims also call for a movable 
shower fixture and/or a movable folding wet wall which direct to other non-elected 
species. Accordingly, claims 14-18 along with claims 5-13 and 19-28 are withdrawn 
from further consideration as being drawn to non-elected species. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heineken 
(599706). 

The Heineken reference discloses a movable washbasin or sink fixture 
(Fig. 1) secured to a wall (at a). The fixture includes a sink (at h), means for 
moving the sink vertically (at e, e 1 & f), means for moving the sink horizontally (at 
b & d) and means for locking the sink at a desired position (at b' or e 2 , e 3 ). 
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Regarding claim 2, the means for moving the sink vertically further 
includes at least a support bracket (at e, e 1 ) and a fixture base (at f). 

Regarding claim 3, the means for moving the sink horizontally further 
includes a support rail (at b) and a fixture base (at d). 

Regarding claim 4, the means for locking the sink at a desired location 
comprises a securing bolt assembly (at b' or e 2 , e 3 ). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Lockwood was cited to show a sink system comprising a sink, means for moving the 
sink vertically and horizontally and means for locking the sink at a desired location. 
Kintz, Fitzgerald, Sr. and JP06000139 were cited to show a sink system comprising 
means for moving the sink vertically and means for locking the sink at a desired 
location. JP02282529, Reynolds and Rasmussen were cited to show a sink system 
comprising means for moving the sink horizontally and means for locking the sink at a 
desired location.
